Itesolved, Tliut a coiiiniittce be iiamcd to report 
on the system existing in the liuid department ro- 
gardinft the facilities fur iiiimigraiits to obtain land 
in Vancouver Island, and its dependencies, and to 
report siicli improvements in tlie system as may 
be deemed advla able. 

Mr. Foster aaid that in bringing forward the 
motion he had in view tlie csLiblishmcnt of a sys- 
tem lit the Land Ofhcc \vhii;h would have for its 
object the furnishing of proper information to im- 
migrants in rcpard to the districts in which thoy 
should settle. At present there was no informa- 
tion furnished such jursona, and ni.iry men of 
uiipjtal hadcorao hither and after seeing the as- 
pect of nlfairs had declined to settle in tho Colony. 
This had occurred every .-ionson since the rush, 
and it was necessary for the House to see that an- 
other system was inaugurated. 

Mil. Waddington seconded the motion, nnd 
most heartily concurro.i witli everything' whicli 
hatl fallen from the honorable Kcnilemun's lips. 
Tho Land ofHce should bo a directocjr,,to afford 
settlers coming hither every information 'and^iien- 
couragenient. The Land uiHce is little bettor now 
than a gtumbllng^block, aad if facilities arc 
afforded Imniigrants'for obtaining infnrniation as 
to the lands, no doubt a great stride towards set- 
tling up the Colony will be taken. Tho honorable 
Rentlemnn instanced several eases ns having oc- 
curred recently where people had inquired for 
infornintion at the utUce, and had been unable to 
obtain any. 

Mr. Crease thought tho Committee should bo 
empowered to take evidence. 

Mr. Foster did not believe any evidence vrns 
necessary, and the resolution passed to a secoud 

reading.'
